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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant argues that Tarns et at does not 
disclose the present invention since Tarns et al is not directed to tracking receipt and internal movement resulting in a delivery or other 
final disposition. The ! applicant also argues that in Tarns et al , there are only five table formats available for use, and the format 
selected is ba^ed entirely on the type of probe, where the appplicant argues that in the present invention, the system is configurable to 
allow a user t6 create -one or more data collection formats at the base station, transmit the data collection format to the portable data 
terminal and collect the data in the data collection format at the portable data terminal. However, as described in the rejection, Tarns et 
al does not specifically disclose that the system is for tracking packages within an organization, but does disclose a system for collecting, 
monitoring and processing traffic for network data, as shown in col. 9, lines 27-38. As described in Merriam Webster's dictionary, the 
term "traffic" is 'defined by 'The movemqnt through an area or along a route". This is where the Rauber et al reference came in. Rauber 
discloses thathis system is for tracking packages within an organization in the abstract, lines 1-8. Rauber et al discloses this limitation in 
an analogous art for the purpose of showing that the management of inventory can be used forltracking inventory as it passes through 
various stagey within the warehouse. In addition, the Tarns et al reference discloses a management system, which acts as the base 
station. It is at the management system where a probe is detected and a table format is determined, or if any format conversions are 
needed for that type of probe as shown in col. 11, lines 19-23. The probe is then intitialized via the mangement system to be used with 
the format specified for the probe, for the collection of data. This situation is analogous to the present invention in that at the 
management station, the format of the probe is customized into a format which is most effective for collecting a maximum degree of 
informtion for that probe. In this case, a data collection format is created through selection of available collection formats. 
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
